Fire at Sanders Home;

Badly Damaged When Fire Breaks Out in 
Partitions; Valuable Library of Many 
Volumes I ii touched, Sunday Evening.

W ith the tem perature hovering around 12 degrees below 
zero, fire, which started from a defective chim ney from the 
fireplace, caused approxim ately $4,000 dam age to th e interior 
of the home of Dr. Charles F. Sanders, head of the philosophy 
departm ent at G ettysburg college, 135 W est Broadway, at 


1 9:30 o’clock, Sunday evening. 
W hile considerable dam age was done to the interior of 
, the property, dam age to furniture and fixtures w as lim ited 
to just one bedroom on the second floor. 
Some furniture on 
the first floor was dam aged by water and chem icals, but only 
a few pieces were ruined. 
Fortunately, Doctor Sanders’ extensive library on the 
second and third floors, thousands of volum es collected over 
many years in the teaching profession, escaped dam age as did 
many m em entoes collected by Dr, and Mrs, Sanders in Euro­ 
pean travels. 
Firemen Become 111 
Although m any of the G ettysburg firemen became ill in 
the smoke-filled house and others had their clothing satur­ 
ated with w ater and chem icals, none of them was seriously 
injured. 
The fire was discovered about 9:30 o’clock by Dr. and 
Mrs. Sanders as they were preparing to retire. 
A fire in the 
fireplace in the living room had been checked for the night, 
and as Mr. and Mrs. Sanders went upstairs th ey smelled 
smoke. 
Doctor Sanders im m ediately began an investigation, first 
(going to the attic, where lie was unable to find any trace o f 
of th e official th erm o m eter of Dr. j flames, and then going downstairs, where he discovered fire
